All, 

At 61, I occasionally look at the obituaries in our local rag, The 
Washington Post. It appears from the entries for 26 December that Grote 
Reber, ex-W9GFZ, one of the pioneers in the science of Radio Astronomy, has 
died. 

Reber built a 30 foot diameter parabolic reflector antenna at his home 
QTH in Illinois prior to WW II and mapped the sky for radio emissions. I 
think this was done slightly above 100 MHz. His receiver, housed at the 
focal point of the antenna, used the so-called Acorn tubes, which were 


probably the best thing available at the time for amplification at those 
frequencies. One wonders what sort of noise temperature the receiver had. 
I think it was a tuned radio frequency (TRF) design. 

For anyone who makes the journey to the Green Bank, WV, radio 
observatory, Reber's antenna may still be installed near the entrance. I 
think it's still usable, although presumably anyone who tried would use a 
solid state receiver. There's another pioneering radio astronomy antenna 
there as well - a Bruce array used by Karl Jansky of the Bell Laboratories 
in the HF bands at around the same time. 

A good deal more on Grote Reber may be found using Google, or similar.

With all humility and with only good intent - 


The issue of print vs online or digital media is a complicated one. 
As a book lover and something of a media hound, I ask myself a 
number of questions these days. For example: 


The world wide web (aka the internet) allows publication of 
hypertext at very low cost. Alternatively, publishing on CDROM 
is an alternative for archival storage. Nearly everybody has a 
computer, so why not? 


I have read lengthy philosophical treatises on the issue of 
considering the internet as a library, or using a library metaphor 
in describing the internet. 


The internet is not like a library firstly because large amounts 
of information published more than a few years ago are not 
available in digital format and because of time and expense 
never will be available online. It is simply impossible ina 
reasonable amount of time to convert that much material. 


For most of us, a book is a good "interface." The book is easy 
to use, easy to access, easy to store, etc. Books and print are 
good media and may never be totally replaced by eBooks, 

CDROMs, or whatever. Can you access a CDROM in a stall 

in a bathroom, for example? 


The internet has no quality control. Anybody can (and does) post 

a web site and there is no guarantee that the contained information 

is correct. In the "publish or perish" academic world is it acceptable 
to cite your home page and say "Yep, I published." There are no peer 
reviews as there are in so called refereed publications. Similarly, 
there 

are no editors who review web content for accuracy. 


Another issue is controlling access and compensating the creators of 
intellectual property. Libraries control access by requiring patrons 
to apply for a "Library Card." There is no such control of the 
internet. 

Although libraries are free to card holders, there is an elaborate 
system 

through which libraries are funded, books are bought from publishers, 
and writers are paid royalties, etc. 


Let's face it, a writer puts up a web site with all of his intellectual 
property 

available and she is not compensated. There is no easy way for her to 
collect small payments each time somebody accesses a page. Even 

worse, Since the media is digital it can be downloaded and duplicated 
exactly making control of access impossible. 


Think about how the music studios feel about Napster. 
Granted, there are pay sites. How popular are those? 


Granted, there is the Digital Millennium Copyright Act and there are 
encryption methods. 


Granted, there are proposals for micro-payment internet services. How 
many people want to pay for each web page they access or email they 
read? 


There are some complex social and economic issues. 


I don't have all of the answers.

When it comes to technical content, the web is a mixed blessing. This comes 
from the absence of peer review or editorial input. 


The absence of this review means that the web contains a lot of wrong, 
erroneous, and downright fraudulent material. The absence of this review 
also means that a lot of good stuff gets disseminated that would not 
otherwise get published. There are a lot of web pages out there that contain 
little more than a few pictures or schematics. This is often all that is 
needed for a great new idea, but normal print media would not usually 
publish this material, either because it is too simple, or because it needs 
more supporting material. There is also a lot of material that is of limited 
interest and there are few if any publications that can make a profit 
publishing this material. The cost of publishing on the web is small, so 
this material gets much wider circulation than if electronic publishing were 
available. 


So, we must figure out how to live with this. Being well educated in the 
basics helps, and perhaps books are the best way to do this. 


No one has come up with a method as conveninet to access as books. Perhaps 
with the advent of thin flexible collatted displays this will change. 


Until then, be careful of what you see on the net. This is also true of the 
print media of course, but there the content is usually filtered a time or 
two first.

Hi All Y'all 


Back in the olden times when Transistor Radios were pretty much new, my 


Dad and his friends had a AM BC loop constructed from one 50' loop of 
300 ohm TV twinlead. They used it in the window of their campers, to 
operate the Radios inside that metal shell. 


They took two pieces of perfboard, about 8 inches square. Then they 
used four small bolts (the size that would fit through the perfboard) in 
a 4.5 inch aquare pattern. The length of the bolts of course had to 
accommodate the width of the twinlead. 


They wound the twinlead layer on layer starting from the center of the 
two perboard frames to the outside, and when they were done, the antenna 
was done. The outer end of the twinlead was tricked through the 
perfboard, and connected to an alligator clip. 


Hook the alligator clip to the window frame of the metal campershell, 
and the stations came in like gangbusters ! -- Now if you can remember 
hamming in those early PNP ox NPN days, you also know what gangbusters 
was, Or were -- 


All you had to do is to set the transistor radio next to the loop. It 
DID NOT matter if the Radio loop was in parallel or perpendicular to the 
field of the twinlead loop! As a matter of fact, perpendicular worked 
really good, and the radio could set quite cozily next to it. 


No tuning capacitor, just the loop of twinlead. Perhaps like the old 
"pancake" loops of the 30's, it was resonant in the AM BC band. 


If hearing the station needed a little boost over this wonderful loop, 
the alligator clip could be attached to a length of wire run out the 
window, in the exact compass direction of the transmitter. That was 
their rule of thumb 


It worked, and it was amazing to me, a little guy getting bitten again 
and again by the electromagnetic bug.

There -are- attempts to change that. An article in the online NY times 
describes an effort to start two peer-reviewed online scientific journals:

(You have to register to read the article, but registration costs no money.) 


Also, http://www.about.com has content on a number of topics that is 
selected and reviewed (and frequently written) by "guides," people who 
supposedly know what they're doing. Granted these aren't necessarily PhDs, 
but they do have some familiarity with the topic at hand. 


>Another issue is controlling access and compensating the creators of 
>intellectual property. Libraries control access by requiring patrons 
>to apply for a "Library Card." There is no such control of the internet. 


Our local public library system (Monroe County, New York) tried an online 
eBook lending service, but I don't think it's going well. They could loan 
out either public domain works, or copyrighted material for which they had 
paid. The restriction was that you had to download a special plugin for 
your browser that enforced the checkout period, which I think was 2 weeks. 
In other words, if you didn't explicitly check in an eBook file you had 
borrowed, it was automatically checked back in after 2 weeks and deleted 
from your computer. If the library had 3 "copies" (licenses) for a given 
work, they would only allow 3 people to have it checked out at any one time. 


The last time I looked, their collection had been reduced to only public 
domain works. Either they got tired of paying for licenses, or people were 
hacking the system and keeping copies of the files.

Having been involved in with the RFI problems caused by power lines with 
the ARRL, FCC and public utility commissions, I will say action from the 
FCC is required to get the resolution on track for problems that drag on 
for a month or two. I'm NOT convinced the League is aggressive enough 
about power line RFI. If you read the web site information on the 
enforcement actions you will discover that headquarters had high levels 
of power line RFI for three (3) years before they got the handle on it. 
They used their problem as a classroom lab on finding sources to get 
things on track there. To me three years is a long time to wait as my 
license term is only 10 years and a solar cycle is only 11 years. 
Currently it appears that many cases are one to three years in length 
from start to finish. However, some are solved in a matter of days. It 
is the ones that just keep on going that are the problem. 


Now before this is taken the wrong way, the league is the ONLY way you 
will get help. The ARRL is in fact your BEST link to the FCC. This is 
experience speaking. I support the ARRL and I am trying to work with 
them to change things. Since the Reliant Energy (now called Center 
Point) case the ARRL has had a change of personnel in the RFI/EMI 
department, and time will tell about the new direction of that 
department. 


I've been working on a CD on this topic and should be completed in a 
month or so. When complete it will have sound samples, pictures and 
documentation. With luck, some good editorial on how to help yourself. 


If you have an immediate RFI issue I would suggest you go to the ARRL 
website and download the Navy's RFI Power Line manual and read it. It 
is the start of a power line RFI education for the ham and a good one.

In some cases, the local FCC Field Offices can and do deal directly with = 
power companies. We will gladly support any such effort in any way we = 
can. 


But on the national level, ARRL and the FCC have an agreement on the 
handling of power-line cases. Here are the highlights: 


o ARRL first encourages hams to try to resolve any problems directly 
with the power company. The info at = 

http: //www.arrl.org/tis/info/rfi-elec.html may help. It is my hope that = 
most power companies would rather read the "FCC letter" printed from the 
ARRL web page than read a customized version of their own. In many = 
cases, power companies do respond appropriately, albeit a bit slowly, to 
complaints. 


o If that doesn't work, email rfi@arrl.org (or write) a summary of your = 
efforts to work with the power company. Do a bit of research and obtain 
the company name, CEO name and mailing address. ARRL will then write a 
letter to the CEO, under the wing of our cooperative agreement with the 
FCC. We include a copy of a CD of a power-line interference = 
troubleshooting and repair procedure (it is one of the links from our = 
web page above). 


o In many cases, the power company responds and ARRL will work with = 
their staff, explaining equipment and troubleshooting procedures, etc. =20 


o If not, the ARRL then facilitates getting the case to Riley at the 
FCC. At this point, ARRL and the ham both feel comfortable that the 
problem is electrical interference and that the problem is probably = 
caused by power-company equipment. We already have the company name, CEO 
and mailing address, so when we send the case to Riley, with a = 
recommendation that the FCC send an advisory letter, every effort has = 
been made to get the power company to resolve the problem. We send = 
Riley a .doc file of the draft letter text, all filled in, formatted for = 
the FCC printer. 


o The FCC letter often gets the power company to respond, and either = 
work with the ham or ARRL.=20 


o If not, a 2nd letter goes out, after a bit more double checking that = 
the problem is not resolved, that it really is harmful interference, = 
etc. 


o Behind each of these FCC letters may be tens of hours of ARRL HQ staff = 
time. The process has gotten about 90% of the companies to respond, = 
although some are trying real hard but spinning their wheels. Mike = 
Gruber and I are working on a multi-part article we want to submit to = 
one of the power-industry trade journals, to give the industry a bit of 
guidance on how to troubleshoot and repair power-line noise. We aren't = 
smart enough to do it alone, though, so we are sharing the glory with = 
RFI Services, Jody Boucher, WA1ZBL, a power-line troubleshooter for NU = 
and a few other "real" RFI folks. 


o We may have to have Riley refer a few cases to the FCC Field Offices = 
for possible enforcement, but I am trying real hard to avoid that step. 

I have seen Field Office decisions range all over the map and I think = 

that the above process, with a clear "chain of command" ending in Riley, 
will give us the most consistent results. 


I think that a very real quote from Riley about power-line interference = 
sums it up nicely. He said, "I don't know what the FCC would do without 
the ARRL. Probably nothing." 


It makes all the work seem worthwhile to me. =20

I applied it to the Ham Radio 
version of AView and it updated, but still didn't recognize the QST index 
from the earlier QST View CDs. 


An email exchange with the ARRL support guys confirmed that the index files 
from the OLD QST sets are different from the index files supplied in the 
1995-1999 QST set and with the Ham Radio sets. And of course incompatible! 


The NEW QST AView has a new QST index that is keyword searchable, rather 
than the apparently "title word" search for the old QSTs. It even finds 
keywords in brief mentions in "Up Front" and other non-article 

items. Actually it appears to be the same or very similar to the 

index on the Members Only search page. 


The NEW one also of course recognizes the Ham Radio index and the QEX index 
from that set as well. 


Please let us know if you find anything different! I have QST in paper 
from 1930 to date and all of Ham Radio but find it easier to find the 
information on the CD!!

Filters, Rules, Kill Files, Mail Clients/Agents 


If you are like me, you get a lot of email. I like getting email 
(at least some of it) as I really have no life aside from online. 


Unfortunately, I also enjoy reading several Usenet Newsgroups 

and I make an occasional post. When I do, the spambots get 

my email address and their masters (evil villians they are) sell 

my address to ethically challenged capitalists and other undesirables. 


Once they have my email address and it is sold, I get loads of 

junk and/or spam along with the desired and necessary social 

contact. I, like many others, don't like this situation and fortunately 
this problem has some (at least partial) solutions. 


For a number of years, using Eudora, I set up "Filters" to sort 
my email into separate folders and mailboxes based on the 
origins of each message. Sometimes it is a tag in the subject 
which is recognized, other times it is the TO or FROM headers 
of the messages which form a pattern which activates a filter 
to accomplish the desired result. 


Because some people receive email which causes serious 

health conditions to be aggravated (blood pressure, weak 

heart, mental instability), they started using these filters to 
send certain emails from certain individuals or about certain 
subjects to special folders like a "Bozo Bin" or the trash can. 


Unfortunately, the evil, ethically challenged capitalists are 
clever. They quickly forge the email headers and create 
unique subject lines which are (pretty much) impossible to 
filter through simple pattern matching rules. 


There is a new technique, however, with which I have just 

begun to experiment. It is called Bayesian Analysis and it 

is a statistical technique used by some intelligent data mining 
applications and in, so called, machine learning. 


Fortunately, idiot that I am, it is easy to utilize this technology. 
My current email client, Apple Mail, included with OS X 10.2 
Jaguar, the latest operating system release from Apple, uses 

it. 


Setting it up is easy. 


1. Create mailboxes and rules to sort email IF desired. 
2. Begin using the mail program and train the Bayesian analyzer. 
3. Enjoy life in Email Nirvanna. 


So how does this training stuff work? You get an email you don't 
like, just click the "Junk" button to classify it as unwanted email. 
The analyzer will go to work automatically each time email is 
retrieved. If the analyzer marks a piece of email unwanted, but 

in fact it is acceptable, click the "Not Junk" button. Repeat... 


As if by PFM (Pure Magic), the Bayesian Analyzer will learn how 
to separate wanted from unwanted email. What you have the mail 
reader do with unwanted email is up to you. A separate folder may 
be appropriate especially until adequate training is completed. 


The technique analyzes message content, not just subject lines etc. 


I said I have just begun this experiment because, so far, I have only 
been categorizing traditional spam as junk. It would be possible to 
train it to categorize email from certain individuals, subjects, etc. 
This I have NOT done. 


Evidently, this is the Latest Thing and it probably exists in other 
email 
clients for M$ Windows, Linux, etc. I don't know, but I'd be interested 


to find out. I'd also be interested in how far "training" can go and 
what 
fundamental limitations to this technique may exist, in practice.
